4. Grasp the end of the 
protective Insulation strip 
and gently pull it out.

You may also reset the 
calculator without losing any 
saved Information using the 
following sequence. 

1 . Hold down CLOCK SET % 
for about three secends 
until the first digit ef the 
month flashes.

2. Reset the month, date, 
year, and time. 

3. Press CLOCK SET %, then 
press X. 

4. Press =. All the balance 
records, date, and time 
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remain unchanged and the 
calculator returns to 
normal operation.

Basic Operation 

1 . Press ON/AC to turn on the 
calculator, or to clear an 
old calculation and start a 
new one. 

2. Press CE to clear an 
incorrect entry before you 
press an operation key, or 
to olear errors. 

3. Press OFF to turn off the 
calculator, 

Setting the Time 

1 . Hold down CLOCK SET % 
about three seconds, until 
the first digit of the month 
flashes. 
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2. Press + to select 1 2- or 24- 
hour format, fim or PfTI 
appears to the left of the 
time to indicate 12-hour 
format. Press • to toggle 
between AM and PM in 12- 
hour format. 

3. Enter the correct month, 
date, year, and time, then 
press =. ly

• This calculator 
follows standard 
and simple 
mathematical 
rules. 

• To enter a 
negative number, 
press - then the 
number. Or, enter 
the number and 
press -then =. 
minus appears on 
the left side of the 
display.

• Determine the 
approximate 
answer by counting 
the number of digits 
left of the decimal 
point. Put that many 
zeros to the right of 
the number and 
delete the decimal 
point. For example, 
if ERROR 3Ha3.8381 
appears, the 
approximate 
answer is 
342,383,810,000. 

• For multiplication, 
the calculator 
repeats the first 
number and x. For 
other operations, 
the calculator 
repeats the 
operator and 
second number. 

For example, in 

5 X 7, 5 X is the 
constant. In the 
calculation 12-6, 

- 6 is the constant. 


Percentage 

Calculations 

To find a percentage of a 
number, type the number, then 
X, the percentage, and %. 

For example, te find 3 percent 
of 12:

To clear the error and continue 
the calculation with the 
displayed number, press CE. To 
clear the entire calculation and 
begin again, press ON/AC.

To perform multi-step 
calculations: 

1 . Press MRC twice to clear 
the memory. 

2. Press M+ to total a 
calculation and add the 
total to the value in 
memory. 

3. Press M- to total a 
calculation and subtract 
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the total from the value In 
memory. 


4. Press MRC to recall 
(display) the value In 
memory.

the bottom left of the 
display when a value 
is stored in memory. 
mEfTloRV disappears 
when you clear the 
memory. 

Account Functions 

Add interest to your 
account as you would 
a deposit and 
subtract fees as you 
would a withdrawal.

To record a savings account 
deposit, enter the amount of the 
deposit, then press DEPOSIT in 
the SAVING column.

To recall your savings account 
balance, press BALANCE In the 
SAVING column. 

To review from the last record 
to the first one, repeatedly 
press REVIEW in the SAVING 
column. REVIEW EflTRV#, the 
record number, and the record 
value appear. 




TAX FUNCTIONS 

You can program the tax 
function to automatically add 
sales tax to your purchases. 

1 . Press CE or ON/AC to clear 
calculation. 

2. Enter the value of the tax. 

3. Press TAX RATE SET to set 
the value as tax rate. 

4. Enter the cost value. 

5. Press TAX to calculate the 
tax. 

6. Press = to calculate the 
total cost.

3. Place the calculator face 
down on a flat surface. 

4. Use a small Phillips 
screwdriver te remove the 
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'ey NOTE ey 

Care 

Keep the calculator 
dry; if it gets wet, wipe 
it dry immediately. 
Use and store the 
calculator only in 
normal temperature 
environments. Handle 
the calculator 
carefully; do not drop 
it. Keep the calculator 
away from dust and 
dirt, and wipe it with a 
damp cloth 
occasionally to keep it 
looking new. 
Modifying or 
tampering with the 
calculator’s internal 
components can 
cause a malfunction 
and might invalidate 
its warranty.
